houses lu Bermuda, The entire group 
of islands Is made up of coral rock, 
so that every man can have a quarry 
in his back yard If he cares to dig deep 
enough. This stone, when first cut, la 
soft and white, so that it "cnt.s like 
•Mitres*/" like the wood of the famous 
"one-hoss shay." and can be got out 
In square blocks with an ordinary 
handsaw. On exposure to the air. 
however, it soon becomes dark and 
hard enough to break the teeth out of 


! the saw thai cut it ao easily from it-s 


bed. 
As there is no lumber in Bermuda 


except that which is brought from 
Canada at considerable expense, stone 
is used for nearly the entire house. 
The walls are laid of blocks about 
eight inches by six. and two feet in 
length. Window sills and door jams 
are also sawed out of stone in the pro- 
per shs'pe. and even the roof Is covered 
with stone shingles, which are made 
by simply setting a block of soft, fresh 
stone on edge and savvim; it into thin 
slab*. Both roof and walls have to be 
kt-pt whitewashed, or the stone would 
crumble away, hard as it limilly be- 
comes: but with this precaution it 
lasts a long time. There is an old coral 
stone-house 
on 
Harrington Sound 


nhich is eousideiablv over '200 vears 
old. 


Cora) Islands are formed by the coral 


pol.\ ps, or insects, which build up reels 
to about the level of the sei and then 
die. 
On the rough surface of these 


reefs seaweed clings. The wind und 
the waves work together to grind up 
their substance and pile it in heaps of 
sand, which dually solidities into the 
roc k which can be cut so easily. 


The freshly broken stone unices ad- 


mirable road material. Kveu the rub- 
ber tire of :i bicyle will crush a piece 
of it flat, and the rain soon solidities 
it In that shape, so that the whole 
roadbed, new stone and old together, 
becomes like a smooth track cut In 
solid rock.

In the- early days of colored troops 
n the ivnulnr army It was essential, 
to met the best results, ihnt they should 
,erve \\illi white troops, so that dlscl- 
iline could be enforced when neces- 
sary. It was a decidedly risky experi- 
ment to attempt making soldiers of 
such people. They needed the object 
lesson of contact with white troops. 
Natmally ot an imitative disposition, 
the colored man took the white soldier 
as his pattern, carefully watching 
•e\ery gesture and movement with in- 
siuisitive concern. Recruited from the 
uioht dangerous and shiftless of the 
freed negroes, they were naturally 
lazy, and disinclined to do the work 
required of them. They spent all their 
leisure time in gambling, drinkinsi und 
quarrelling 
Every possible punish- 


ment employed in the discipline of 
frontier posts was inflicted upon them. 
They were stood on barrels, they were 
"bucked" and gagged, they 
were 


marched about the garrison 
with 


heavy planks tied to their backs, bear- 
ing tho word "gambler" in chalk. 
Everj thing was done to discipline 
them, ever.v means taken to make 
soldiers of them. 


China's Flint Hallway. 


The first railroad 
constructed In 


China was a narrow-gauge line from 
Shanghai to Woosung, put down in 
3876, and intended chiefly as an ocular 
demonstration to the Chinese. At the 
end of twelve months it was sold to a 
Chinese official, who straightway tore 
up the rails and deported them to For- 
mosa. The single dummy engine of 
the line now reposes peacefully in the 
mud of some Formosan harbor, to- 
gether with the wrock of the junk in 
which it was transported. During 
these twelve months of its existence 
the Shanghai-Woosung railroad, with 
its single dummy engine and its train 
of small cars, which, by the way, were 
of the American pattern, carried 300,- 
000 passengers. 
The Chinese came 


from far and wide to see and experi- 
ment with tins new barbarian curios- 
ity, and the people in the neighbor- 
hood, soon finding it an institution of 
great practical utility, became regular 
patrons. The predicted uprising of the 
people against the construction of the 
road never materialized, and, as for 
the graves along the route, every tarm- 
er would manufacture as many graved 
as he could get dollars for permission 
to traverse them.

How many peqpfo ard aware that 


England owes its va»t Indian empire 
to a variation ot three shillings a 
pound in the price of pepper. And yet 
such la the case, and it throws an in- 
teresting light upon the Idiosyncrasies 
of the English character. 


In the sixteenth century all the pep- 


per consumed in England was bought 
by the English merchants from tho 
Dutch, whp brought 
it 
from India. 


Owing to racial js-alousy, the Dutch 
traders in 1599 raised the cost from 
three shillings 
to six 
shillings pel- 


pound. This petty display of ill-feel- 
ing caused conside"able annoyance to 
the English merchants, and aroused 
in them that feeling of independence 
which has always been so character- 
istic of the race. 


They determined to 
import their 


pepper direct from India in their own 
ships, and for this purpose formed a 
company, called "The Governor and 
Company 
of Merchants of London 


Trading to the Bast Indies," and which 
in later days became eventually known 
as the East India Company. 


Their first voyages embroiled them 


in almost innumerable quarrels with 
the Dutch and Portuguese, and for a 
time the venture 
proved a financial 


failure. It was not until 1615 that the 
company became successful and ob- 
tained lucrative treaties, owing to their 
decisively defeating the Portuguese. 


From this time on their possessions 


gradually increased, 
slowly at first, 


and then very rapidly, until, by the 
wise and 
beneficial 
management of 


such men as Clive, Warren Hastings 
and Cornwallis, they 
exercised sov- 


ereignty over the greater portion of 
India. 


In this manner it happened that an 


increase in the price of pepper momen- 
tously affected the history of mankind.

physician was 


quoted as saying, restricts the action 
of the digestive apparatus, and es- 
pecially 
tha 
lower 
intestine, 
and 


causes stagnation of the contents and 
the stretching of the opening of the 
vermiform appendix, making it possi- 
ble for obstructions to reach the latter, 
and thus giving rise to appendicitis. 
There ia no other disease, if we may 
judge from the attention given to it 
by current publications, in which the 
general public takes so much interest 
as this one. which is comparatively 
new to medical practice. Probably 
much of the popular interest is due 
to the fact that only within a few years 
what may be called the literature of 
appendicitis has reached the reading 
community. 


the followers of revolutionary Social- 
ism understand by that term only 
manual laborers, but If we press the.

But against managers 
and directors of enterprises, against 
the employers and their sometimes 
groat rewards, they are up in arms.

Labor is an in- 
tegral element of all values juid all 
wealth, but it creates no value until It 
Is directed toward some advantageous 
.suitable end. either by the intelligence 
of the worker himself, or by that of 
some one else. As has been said: "It 
is the destination that breathes into 
•lead labor the soul of value." 


Now it Is the managers, the directors, 


the employers who usually give labor 
its destination, its direction, and who 
therefore perform a most important 
function—one which revolutionary so- 
cialists constantly overlook, or at least 
mininuxe. 


Ordinary labor can be defined as in- 
Ih idual exertion, applied to a single 
tusk, which begins and ends AVith each 
separate task." 


The subtle labor of (ho directors, on 


the other hand, means "individual ex- 
ertion, applied to an indefinite number 
)f tasks, which simultaneously affects 
the work of an indefinite number of 
workingmen." 


Hence the latter labor Is all im- 


portant. Hence reasonable profits are 
not robbery from ordinary labor. 


In conclusion it should be noted that 
onslble Socialists do not found their 
cause on such a false basis. They claijn 
that our present system Is disorder, 
simply social anarchy, and Hint it is 
due to this anarchy that so many are 
poor and that others cannot find em- 
ployment. 
But socialism or collectiv- 


ism, they maintain, will be order, sys- 
tem. 
Ami system, they hold, is evi- 


dently better than planlessness.

One And Be Convinced, 


^ini^kelext Powder. 


The first smokeless powder that I 


made in England was made in exactly 
the same manner as the French. 
I 


had obtained a quantity of true gun 
cotton, 
that 
Is. 
tri-nitro-cellulose, 


(known sometimes as insoluble gun 
cotton, because it cannot be dissolved 
In alcohol and ether like collodion cot- 
ton di-uJtro-cellulope.) Some of this 
powder, when freshly made produced 
fairly good results, quite as good as 
those produced by the French powder, 
but upon keeping it a few months the 
grains lost their transparency, became 
quite opaque and fibrous, and it then 
burned with great violence. Investi- 
gation showed that about 1 to 2 per 
cent, of the solvent was still in the 
powder when the first tests were made, 
whereas the drying out of this last 
trace of solvent had completely chan- 
ged the character of the powder. I 
then added to this powder about 2 per 
cent, of castor oil, with the result that 
the castor oil remained after the solv- 
ent had been completely removed, so 
that the powder would keep any length 
of time; indeed, powder made at time 
(1889) is good to-day.—Hiram Maxim. 


The "Terrier." 


In ecclesiastical law a terrier is a 


lK>ok which is supposed to be kept in 
every parish and in which there is a 
record of the sources of its revenue, 
and particularly of Its lands (terr-ie In 
Latin, terres In French, whence tin- 
word terrier).

Steam Flro Knglnc. 


The steam fire engine, while very 


complete in its appointments, has al- 
most reached the limit of its useful 
capacity as an all-round apparatus for 
general use, says Hugh Bonner, in 
Ainslee's Magazine. 


The engine of the nresent day is also 


deemed inadequate on some occasions 
to combat successfully with tire in 
these tall buildings when great power 
and forcing capacity are required, and 
the question of an auxiliary plan, with 
an abundant supply of -water, has been 
broutrhl before the city authorities for 
consideration. The plan suggested is 
the underground pipe system supplied 
b> hi nil-pressure service, and laid ex- 
pressly to withstand the severe strain 
likely to be placed on it in any sec- 
tion of the city, and is recommended 
as the most feasible auxiliary to the 
present system. 


With this plan of underground pipes, 


tested to a high pressure (such pres- 
sure to be maintained by pumping ma- 
chinery) and an abundant supply of 
\\ater, either cistern or salt, we could 
not only cope with any fire that might 
occur in the highest of our office build- 
ings, but with tho&e as well that are 
used for warehouse and mercantile 
purposes. 


There is an imperative neod at tho 


present time for just such a system in 
many sections of our city to enable 
the department to more successfully 
cope with tire*;. It should be intro- 
duced gradually, displacing many of 


I the large engines now maintained and 
operated by the department at a great 
disad\antnge. particularly so in season 
of heavy snowfalls, such as we have 
just passed through, though we have 
managed, with the aid of triple teams, 
to haul these heavy engines to fires, 
notwthstaiuling the obstacles encoun- 
tered during the recent winter. Nev- 
ertheless, the time has arrived when 
the steam engine should be displaced 
by the gradual introduction of the un- 
derground system, using either fresh 
or salt water. No other city in -.the 
world is favored with so abundant a 
supply of water as we have surround- 
ing our city, and this advantage should 
be utilized to the extent of giving that 
protection to this city which its im- 
provements and valuations so justly 
demand.

Food Wrapped in I'uper. 


It is a very common practice to put 


away food that comes from the shop in 
the brown paper In which the dealer 
wraps it. While this may be conven- 
ient. It certainly Is open to serious ob- 
jection on the score of health and 
cleanliness. Most of the cheap papers 
are made from materials hardly up to 
the standard of the housekeeper's Ideas 
of neatness; and although a certain de- 
gree of heat is employed in their prep- 
aration it is by no means sufficient to 
destroy 
ajl 
the disease germs with 


which the raw material may be filled. 


"When it is taken Into consideration 


that waste papers of all sorts, and those 
used for all purposes, are gathered up 
and worked over into new paper to 
wrap our food in, it 
behooves 
the 


housewife who cares for the health of 
her family to see to it that articles of 
food remain in contact with such 
wrapping the very shortest possible 
time. 


It is not unusual to see meat, butter, 


cheese and other extremely susceptible 
articles put away in the very cheapest, 
commonest brown paper. 


Immediately upon the receipt of soft 


groceries or fruits they should be put 
into earthen dishes, and under no cir- 
cumstances should they be allowed to 
remain in the papers in which they 
are delivered. 


It is useless to oxpect that a better 


class of paper will he employed, and 
so we may as well make up our minds 
to guard against the trouble by shift- 
ing all articles of food to some dish 
that is absolutely free from contami- 
nating elements. 


Superstition. 


Superstition is supposed to be the 


peculiar property of women, but "as 
superstitious as a man" Is more appro- 
priate than the popular speech about 
the old woman. A woman who has 
made a study of the subject says that 
it is quite surprising to find the num- 
ber ot pet superstitions that flourish 
In the masculine 'mind.

Machines. 


Experiments haye been 
made re- 


cently with some curious devices in the 
shape of "sleep machines." Sleep will 
sometimes result from fatigue of the 
eyes.

duced a machine for this purpose. It

Belgian Government has seen lio\v 
safely and economically the people of 
Great Britain have enjoyed American 
meat, and after some hesitation and 
discvmlon lias annulled its restriction** 
against the importation of American 
cattle, with the result that Germany, 
fen ring that such meats may now enter 
this country by way of the Belgian 
frontier, interposes the present decree 
shutting off all imports of fresh beef 
from thnt country. The new restriction 
will, therefore, make no change in the 
niuount of enttle and fresh beef ex- 
ported to Kurope from 
the 
United 


States. It is aimed at traffic which 
doe* not exist, since there lias been 
hitherto practically no export of fresh 
beef from Belgium to Germany (only 
4<Xi double centners in 18!)7 and none

"But wheie the recent decree will do 


American interests most injury is in 
Di'timark, which country Is ready to 
follow Belgium's lead in admitting 
American cattle, but im.sitiitos to do 
so for fear Germany will in such an 
event, promptly shut out fresh meat 
exports from Denmark and thereby de- 
stro> a trade which is of real Import- 
ance to Scandinavia, the German im- 
ports of frcwli beef and veal from Den- 
mark mid Sweden having reached a 
total of 8,8(55,100 kilograms ttO,rM(5,441 
pounds) during 180H.

"The Saskatchewan Uiver has over- 


flow<jd. It row forty feet during the 
last twenty-four hours, and continues 
to rise last. Two and a half Inches of 
rain, fell in twenty hours. Already 
bridge piers are four feet under water. 
Thousands of feet of lumber are 
adrift. Floating islands of wood ore 
imssiiig iho town. The ferries have 
broken away and mail communications 
cut oft'. At prewnt the water is rush- 
ing over the Hudson Bay Company's 
Hats, and the end of the flood is not iu 
sight. 


"The historic steamship Northwest 


of the Hudson Bay Company broke 
from her moorings," struck the middle 
pier of the bridge and went down, the 
river, a total wreck. 


"Citizens on the river bank are mov- 
ing out." 


The damage already sustained as a 


result of the unprecedented Hood will 
reach fully $2,00<M)(iO and many more 
large structures along the river bank 
and on the low lauds are sure to be 
swept away by the strong current be- 
ore the end comes. It is reported here 
hat half a dozen families have been 
drowned but the report is not verified 
on acocuut oi' the wrecked condition of 
he telegrauh service between tills City 
and the flood stricken districts. At 
Kdmonton sit least half of the town 
s under water, and a dozen build- 
ups hn\e been carried asway and mil- 
ions of feet of logs and lumber lost to 
:he owners.

treatment of consumptives, which it 
will ask the next Legislature to build. 
The plans are based on the announce- 
ment of Dr. J. A. Egan, chairman of 
the State Board of Health, that the 
hoard reports favorable. The funda- 
mental purpose of the project is to pro- 
vide means for the treatment of the 
poor who arc disabled by the disease. 
Governor Tanner has indicated his in- 
tention of supporting and approving 
the purpose of the society in asking for 
an appropriation of $500,000. 


Second Relief Ship Sails. 


New York, Aug. 20.—Relief for the 


Porto Iticaus left destitute by the hur- 
ricane was dispatched from New York 
on the steamship Kvelyn of the New 
York and Porto Rica Stenmhsip Com- 
pany, which lias just sailed for Ponce.

IFIRE SPREADING RAPIDLY- 


"Widespread Destruction la Threat- 


ened in the Adlrouducka. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 20.—The flres 


•which have been raging in the Adiron- 
dack* for the past week have got such 
headway as to be well nigh a confla- 
gration. 


The officials of the forestry preserve 


and of the fisheries, gauie and forest 
commissions are greatly alarmed aud 
several representatives of each depart- 
ment are on the ground endeavoring to 
get aid for the tire wardens of the 
various towns In which the tires are 
burning. 


Reports from all sections of the Adi- 


roudacks show that the fires have al- 
ready reached a greater extent than 
did those of ten year* ago, which laid 
waste thousands of acres. 


Ure.it difficulty is being had In pro- 


ourUig men to light the lires, and the 
officials ascribe it to the fact that 
many of the men who usually perform 
the duty have recently been fined for 
violations of the game laws. To this 
fact is also ascribed the origin of some 
of the fires, although the abnormally 
dry season and the carelessness of the 
hunters who smoke tobacco are prob- 
ably the most potential cause of igni- 
tion. 


From Hamilton County comes in- 


formation that the men usually called 
upon for aid in lighting fires by the 
lire'wardens have nlino-c unanimously 
refused to '-oine out. In this county 
there have been many ease* of tine* 
and other punishment^ for iufiactions 
ot State regulation*. 


No estimate of the damage can be 


made, but the othcial* hear thut unless 
heavy rains come to the State's rescue. 
hey will amount into the hundreds of 
Iiou«nnd'J. The greatest tires which 
ire now in progress are those at the 
'pper Lake. Paul Smith's, nnd be- 
tween Seventh nnd Fourth Lakes.

THE DAYS OF THE COMMUTE 


RECALLED. 


PAE:S, Aug. 20 —This city was the 


scene of most &eiious disturbances to- 
day, recalling in some respects the days 
of the commune. In response to eu 
appeal of -two of the newspapers a 
group of anarchists and socialists gath- 
ered and were addressed by Sebastian 
tfaura and F&borot. The police inUr- 
feral and dispersed the crowd, but they 
gathered again and trouble ensued, in 
which shots were fired and a commi- - 
sary of police was stabbed with a knife. 
Tbe crowd met again in another portion 
of the city and after srqashing in the 
windows of the church of St. Ambrose 
proceeded to the church of 8t. Joseph. 
The outer gatts were forced and the 
massive iron doors were broken down, 
i'he entire cburch was pillaged, altar?, 
fonts and statues felled to the floor and 
smashed. 
The crucifix was made a 


target for missiles and the figure of the 
Savior was fractured. 
The crucifix was 


afrerwarcls burned and the statue of 
the virgin broken into pieces. Another 
tight ensued with the police, but the 
anarchists were finally dispersed. This 
evening there were other disturbances 
in other parts of the city. 


Rioting Continued All Kight. 


PARIS, Aug. 21.—Rioting continued 


here all night long 
At four o'clock 


this morning 380 persons had bean ic- 
]ared, SCO of whom are in the hospital. 
Fifty-nine policemen have been injured 
and 150 persons arrested. At attempt 
was made to eet fire to St. Joseph's 
hurch after it had been looted, but the 
fire was extinguished. 


ANOTHER INTERVIEW (?) WITH 


DEWEY. 


LONDON, Aug. 20.-—The .Naples cor- 


respondent of the Daily News had an 
interview with Admiral Dewey in which 
tlie latter said that he believed the 
Philippine question would be 
soon 


solved. In his judgment the inhabi 
tants were capable of self government. 
The way to settle the insurrection 
would be to concede it to them. He 
declared he was never in favor of vio- 
lence towards the Philippines; that 
after autonomy had been conceded, an- 
nexation might be talked of. As to the 
likelihood of a conflict between the 
United States and Germany over the 
Philippines, Admiral Dewey said it was 
impossible to foresee the unforeseeable.

The Reasons Why a Union Man WU' 


Turn Scab. 


On the whole, scabs have more trou 


bles than auy other class of men. A 
niau is a scab because he Is out of a 
job. When he isn't out of a Job he 
isn't a scab, but a union man and a 
striker. 


Th,e scab becomes a scab impelled 


by hunger. He is then execrated by 
all those that form his social circle 
lie is not only execrated, but bela- 
bored with clubs and with all the hard 
and uncomfortable missiles with which 
men under excitement express their 
minds. 
For the companies lie is a 


temporary convenience. lie is more 
or less guarded by tbe police, because 
the missiles directed at him are often 
poorly aimed and do damage to tlie 
cars when they do not hit him. That 
the guarding of him is not very effect- 
ual is shown by the numbers of cases 
reported in the papers where he has to 
be carried to hospitals. If he defends 
himself and hurts auy of the strikers 
ho is arrested and put in .jail, where he 
is probably glad to be, If his pay con- 
tinues. 


Tlie hc-iib's job generally lasts but a 


few weeks. The company hires him 
for its own personal benefit, Slid when 
that is served ami the time for the 
uidine of the .strike conies it is only 
too happy to serve him up OB the altar 
of 
reconciliation to the repentant 


^trikerh. It may {jive him a few weeks' 
pay ami transportation to some other 
place, but that is but a stop-gap to a 
man who has risked his life, often, iu 
the hope ami ou the promise of a per- 
manent job. 


If by auy chance Ihe scab holds his 


place after the termination of a strike 
his life is made uncomfortable to him 
by the enmity of tlie regular men. 
Even if he is not physically molested 
Ins isolation is so marked that it is 
only a matter of time when he has to 
seek some other employment. 


The scab is considered a traitor by 


ills own class. Even those he serves 
often overlook tlie courage he must dis- 
play to come to their le^ctie: and the 
general public, which a priori always 
sjuijwtliizos with a strike, only shrugs 
its shoulders when the regular men 
wajlay and 
kill a poor scab. 
A 
scab's jrrave is unhonored. his end un- 
Miuir. Kuii his wife and children, for 
whom, perhaps, be is sacrificing him- 
self, regard his actions rather as the 
desperate effort of him who has no 
choice than a# an exhibition of no' 
bility. In our thoughtlessness we tiling 
of the scab "taking the bread out o) 
the mouths" of tlie regular men, much 
iih we rhiuk of castaways driven to 
cannibalism by hunger. 


While there are men unemployed 


niul strikes there will bo scabs. Cor- 
porations really ought to treat scabs 
with the greatest consideration, for 
they are most valuable scapegoats for 
them. The mob. whose grievance is 
against 
the 
corporation, 
vents it 


largely on the sc:iT>, and in its blind 
anger against them almost forgets the 
real grievance, as a bull expends his 
stiengtli on ttie red rag and permits 
the toieador to escape. Yet as the 
reg flag, torn, is cast aside, so the scab, 
the crisis past, again finds himself ou 
his uppers, without even sympathy to 
rill his belly.

'a ship which is no longer seaworthy, 
'Is still an article of faith with the 
freeh water sailors Of the great lakes. 
Sundry well-authenticated 
in&tancea 


,eeem to justify this belief. The Ver- 
'non was a three-master, which did a 
tramp business. Built in Buffalo in 
1850, she was for many years regard- 
ed as one of the best craft on the lakes. 
Late in the fall, about fifteen years 
ago, she unloaded a cargo of grain in 
Buffalo, and reloaded 
with package 


freight for Chicago. She was about to 
sail one rough November night. Just 
before the lines were let off, one of 
the seamen saw a rat run over the 
hawsers to the wharf. In a moment 
another was seen. The seaman called 
others of the crew to see the unusual 
sight. Between fifty and seventy-five 
rats poured out of the ship and tooli 
refuge along the wharf. The crew re- 
fused to sail, but the captain was ob- 
btinate, shipped a fresh crew, and sail- 
ed forthwith. The ship was lost with 
all hands. The Idaho, a fine passenger 
steamer, foundered in Lake Erie in 
November, 1897. Out of her crew of 
twenty-one men nineteen were drown- 
ed. Juet More the vessel left her moor- 
ings a swarm of rats crawled over the 
hawsers to the wharf. This was known 
to part of the crew, and four men de- 
serted at the last moment. 
Similar 


stories are told of other wrecked ves- 
sels, and an old lakeman says: 
"It 


has been 
proved a hundred times. 


There are a whole lot of things in this 
world that we don't know anything 
about. 
Rats live in the very filers of 


a ship. 
They see what we can't see. 


When the timbers are hollowed and 
the seams open, these little animals 
know that the ship is unsafe, and they 
desert it."

1 Washington, D. C,, Aug. 20.-S<x:re- 
lary Hoot gave people a surprise wheu 
he announced that the President had 
authorized the enlistment of ten more 
regiments for the Philippines. It had 
been supposed that the plnn* was to 
recruit only five regiments, and the 
Secretary enjoys greatly the fact that 
he kept secret his plans until he was 
ready to announce them. 


The way the Secretary worked gave 


the Washington people their first In- 
troduction to his methods. He went 
ahead without taking any one, except 
Adjutant-General (Jorbln, into his con- 
fidence, and after he had his plans per- 
fected, he laid it before the President 
and secured his approval. 


The Secretary is to announce in a 


day or two the company officers, for 
the list of captains and lieutenants has 
almost been completed, juid many of 
the names are in the hands of tl«* 
President, only awaiting his approval 
to be announced. If the 
i.-jllticfans- 


come to Washington now, thev will get 
little 
patronage 
to pay 
for 
tholr 


trouble, because they will Hnd the Sec- 
retary's mind made up and the ap- 
pointments about made. 


The War Department does not ex- 


pect lhat the tell new regiments of 
volunteers will be organized so prompt- 
ly as those which have just been re- 
cruited: but Secretary Hoot and Adjt.- 
*!eu. Corbin look for speedy work 
nevertheless. The recruiting is to be 
done In the sections which respond 
most generously) to the tirst call. No 
recruiting is to be flonf> in the South 
or on the,Pacific slope. U Is hoped 
that many of the boM men who served 
OK volunteers during the war 
with 


Spain will be Induced to enlist. Tn the 
regiments recruited It Is found that 
about 40 per cent, of the men 
saw 


oprvlcp during the Spanish war, and 
they will be of value lu helping to sca- 
poti the raw recruits In some Com- 
panies only 10 per cent, of the men 
linve secti pre\lous service, In o13iers 
CO per cent. The lieutenant colonels 
appointed have been chosen, with one 
or two exceptions, from Gen. Oti.s's 
nrinv. The mnjors. captains and lieu- 
tpmiTits will be appointed from among 
officers of the volunteer regiments that 
wrvcd in the war with Spain. II is 
palnned to have five reimnets leave 
Snn FrnnciHco on transports before 
Sept. 15. and the last transports are to 
leave before the close of September, 
so f l i n t nil the new regiments thus fnr 
recruited may be put down In Manila 
by Nov. 1. 


INCORRIGIBLE CONVICTS 


Iu>S*B Franchteo they Have u- Sys- 


tem of Punishment. 


The system of punishment which lias 


been adopted by the Board of Califor- 
nia State Prison Directors, designed to 
reduce the incorrigible convicts lu Sau 
Quentln Prison to a state of subjuga- 
tion, ,glves rise to 
reflections 
upon 


wj^lch much that la interesting might 
be" written. 


The idea of building special cells and 


placing therein such convicts* as appear 
to bf determined constantly to Infract 
prison discipline originated with Pris- 
on Direeto/, Wllklus. 
The colls are 


thirty-two In number, are built of hard 
wood, studded with steel nails, and are 
proyided with concrete floors. Each 
cell Is eight feot long, four feet wide 
and ten high. 
The Incorrigible prison- 


ers are incarcerated in thou cells and 
kept there until their spirits are bro-, 
ken. 


If they are Intractable there they are 


placed on a diet of bread and water. 
It is estimated that the life of a man 
in such .-solitary confinement is but live 
years: bo when an incorrigible prison- 
er at Sail Quentln Is subjected to this 
discipline he U practically sent to the 
M-allold, there to remain for live years 
until nature springs the trap and de- 
stroys him. 


Probably this discipline is necessary, 


and we do not wish to be understood 
as criticising the Prison Directors for 
adopting it. 
Hut it N suggested that 


a shorter and quicker route to the end 
desired would bo the summoning of a 
court to determine whether or n»t a 
prisoner Is incorrigible, and the imposi- 
tion of a sentence to death upon con- 
viction. 
Mad dogs are put to death, 


vicious hows are killed, animals of all 
kinds are destroyed upon evidence of 
their depredations; but mnn, when he 
turns into a vicious brute, is carefully 
cared for until he dies. 


Of what possible use- in the world 


can Convict Oppenheimer be? 
He bus 


tried to murder several guards and Is 
absolutely an irreclaimable brute. 
It 


would be a mercy to him, as well as 
n benefit to society, to put 
him 
to 


death. 
The same thing might be said 


of the Chinese who has been sent to 
the Incorrigible cell by the Prison Di- 
rectors. 
This fellow tries to murder 


(M(»iy man which incurs his ill-will. 


We think that instead of providing 


cells for incorrigible^, the prison direc- 
tors ought to construct at San (.juentin 
a lethal chamber, In which 
convicts 


who perstott'iily 
Infract 
the 
rules 


might be quietly reimncd irum this 
earthly sphere. 
To prolong the life 


of such n mnn as 
Oppenheimer can 


scarcely be called a humane net, es- 
pecially prolonging it on bread 
and 


water. 
Putting him to death. It seems 


to us would be the proper disposition 
to make of him. 
The sacredness of 


human life as a principle does not ap- 
ply to such murderous maniacs as lie 
lias proved himself to be.—San Fran- 
cisco Post.

to kegp the importai t decisions, so that 
tliey cannot be stolen or given out for 
publication before shey are delivered 
by the court. Ofteufrmes, the Justices 
have "been greatly embarrassed by 
having opinions appear in, the papers 
before they are delivered, and now 
they thjnlt that if 'ihey are placed !n 
fire-proof safes they will be secure un- 
til wanted.

We 
Imagine that she found the life of a 
girl in a creat institution like Stan- 
ford, where there' are hardly any re- 
strictions upon girls except their own 
sense of right (which experience may 
not always guarantee to be tho best), 
not calculated to refine and build her 
girlhood into strong, dainty, sweet 
vomanhood. 
Perhaps she had nn inkling of some 
if the things that arirls have to endure, 
ome of the temptations to which they 
ire exposed, in institutions managed 
Imost exclusively by men. Likely she 
\eard stories of girls becoming infat- 
iatQd with sleek 'and unctuous profes- 
ors. Perhaps she has tnken into ae- 
•ount the extreme susceptibility of 


girls, their proneness to hero- 


vorship. their romantic ideals, and the 
ither beautiful weaknesses that give 
hem a special charm and make them 
>:isy prey. Likely she desired to limit 
he number of girls thus exposed, and 
that 
she 
hoped there would come 


lirough the ordeal a sufficient number 
:o make good and useful women. 


Or, possibly, she did not wish to in- 


crease the growing competition be- 
.wcen men and women in the world's 
work. Perhaps she thinks it is right 
'or men to be the breadwinners, and 
for women to be protected and pro- 
vided for. There is a chance that she 
may have lookc.l forward to the time 
when 
the 
present 
movement—the 


woman's movement"—would have so 
changed and strained the mutual rela- 
tions of the sexes as to make the Prog- 
ress of civilization more difficult. May 
bo she Imagined that men and women 
should be partners, not rivals; that the 
strong should bear the heavy burdens 
of life, the weak the fine burdens; that 
as men and women arc created with 
different attributes, qualities, and ca- 
pabilities of body, mind, and spirit, 
each should keep within his prppn- 
bounds—each do the things that nature 
has set to be done.

After 
all. the lijilituiiiK lod is only a con- 
ductor, nnd is able to carry only a 
certain amount of the electric lluid. If 
an avalanche of electrntfty comes it 
may overflow, like a ton-wit that over- 
Hows (he banks of the channel de- 
signed for it, and the result is disaster. 


One of the best evidences of the 


value of lijrhtninjr rods up to date has 
been afforded by tbe Washington monu- 
ment. It is> capped by a small four- 
sided pyramid of nluminum, which 
tuet.il, so cheap to-day, was very costly 
at the lime of the building of the 
greatest obelisk that the world has 
ever known. This aluminum tip is con- 
nected with the ground by four copper 
rods which go down deep into the 
earth. On April 5, LSSO, five immense 
bolts of electricity were seen to flash 
between the monument and a thunder 
cloud overhanging In the course of 
twentj minutes. In other words, the 
monument was struck fiercely live 
times, but it suffered no damage what- 
ever. On .Tune !.">, of the same year, a 
more tremendous assault wa.s made 
upon the monument from the heavens, 
and the result was a fracture of one of 
the topmost stones 
The crack still re- 


mains to show what nature can do in 
the way of an electric shock, but the 
Blight ness of the damage Is evidence of 
man's power to protect himself from 
sucn attacks. The obelisk is 
located for attracting electrical as- 
saults from the skies, and yet. while 
many times hit. it has suffered only 
one**, and that time to a trifling extent. 


In old times vessels used often to be 


struck by lightning and the loss by 
that cause was very great. From 1700 
to 1840 no fewer than 281) ships of the 
British navy were struck. 100 men be- 
ing killed and 250 injured. Nowadays 
warshiDR, as well as big merchant ves- 
sels, have lightning rods running down 
their masts and into the sea so that 
tho electricity is carried off. In these 
days nobody hears of the destruction 
of n vessel by lightning. Churches are 
the buildings most commonly struck. 
There is record of a certain church in 
Carindiia which Avas hit by lightniug 
four or five times a year on an average 
the services being stopped in summer 
on this account. A rod was put on the 
steeple and there was no more trouble.

After the turkey had been chased 
awhile it hides in a tree or under a log, 
and stays there until the hunter, 
guided by his dog, conies within close 
range 


It is astonishing -.^hat fine instinct a 


good turkey dog -vlll develop after a 
few months of tra ning in the woods. 
He will follow a Lock of turkejs for 
hours just ahead oi the hunter, and in 
dicate by unmistakable signs when the 
game is near. After a turkey has re- 
ceived a fatal shot it may fly for a half 
a mile or more. A trained dog will go 
straight to a. .wounucd or dead turkey 
with the same precision with which he 
tracks the game. 


Alcoholic Milk. 


It has long been known that ginger- 


beer is a favorite drink of teetotalers, 
as being cooling and refreshing, but it 
is not so generally known that it con- 
tains an appreciable quantity of alco- 
hol—about 2 per cent. 
It has now 


been discovered by a German chemist 
that milk containing alcohol can be 
got "straight from the cow." 
He was 


employed to examine some milk which 
had an irritating taste, and discovered 
that it contained alcohol to the amount 
of 0.96 per cent. 
The cause was not 


far to seek, for the herd belonged to a 
distillery, and were fed on the waste, 
vhich contained alcohol, which alco- 
hol was excreted in the milk.

When Meat Miould be Eaten. 


Prof. H. W. Wiley of the chemistry 


division of the department of agricul- 
ture at Washington, has been experi- 
menting on the preparation of meat for 
eating, and here are some of his con- 
tusions: 
"Meats should 
never be 


eaten until they have ripened, like 
;ame, and this process is calculated to 
lonsume about three weeks.". He says 
that a chicken should be hung out of a 
window, head dov/n, until the head 
falls off, when it Is ripe for eating, 


the faithful subjects of the rulers of 
the %arious principalities. 


Newspapers, in our meaning of the 


word, were first published in 1818. But 
these were in English. The firbt na- 
tive newspaper was not issued until 
the middle of the century. The native 
press of the present day may be 
divided into two classes, papers edited 
and published by nathes, the matter 
being generally half in Knglish and 
halt' in a natue language, and (hose 
journals which are published entirely 
in a native language, this cla*» being 
much more numerous. 


As a rule, these last are small, very 


poorly printed on cheap paper, often 
on only one side of the sheet, and not 
infrequently the same journal \anes 
in size, according to the amount of 
news obtainable and the persoual cir- 
cumstances and convenience of the 
editor. 


Generally speaking, the native is 


very anxious to acquire a Knowledge 
of English. It not only opens the way 
to appointments In the go\ eminent ser- 
vice, but also makes him a person of 
gre.it importance in the district, as 
comparatively tew of the millions of 
natives read English or e\eii under- 
stand it when spoken. 
A working 


knowledge of our tongue is indispen- 
sable to a native editor, because all 
the important news is first published 
in (he Anglo-Indian newspapers. 


Tne native writer is fond of extrav- 


agant expressions, and makes 
use, 


whenever he can, of quotations from 
^hakespeare or Milton and (lie relig- 
ious phrases lie'mm seen iu missionary 
literature. 
In the use of metaphors 


he often gets much mixed up. 


The editorial page of (lie Indian 


country paper is a literary curiosity. 
For instance, the reader is assured, in 
an article on a political crisis, that "all 
the crowned hoads of Europe are 
shaking in their shoes." Sometimes we 
read that "the editor expects, with 
divine help, to have more reading suit- 
ed to the intelligence of his subscrib- 
ers in the next issue." 


But the editor is seen at his best in 


his own announcements. His %\hole 
vocabulary is brought Into play to im- 
press the readers. 
Sometimes the an- 


nouncement takes (he (one of apology 
as lu the case of the editor who in- 
nocently declared: "This is only the 
beginning of our paper. We were uot 
sure how much matter was required 
to fill it up. and, thinking we had sutti- 
cien(, we did not exert ourselves much 
(o ge( any more. 
We therefore beg 


that our readers will excuse us this 
time for 
th<» spm-e- left blank, nnd 


promise to do better and get more in 
the future." 


Still more curious was the announce- 


ment of a 'paper which came out for 
the first time with two columns blank, 
the editor nuikiug the bold announce- 
ment that "a large quantity of exceed- 
ingly interesting matter had been left 
out for want of space." 


When the native editor wants a holi- 


day he suspends publication until it is 
convenient to resume, and, taking his 
readers into his confidence, informs 
them plainly why the paper was not 
Issued on the expected dates. ''With 
the consent of our readers, we now 
propose to take our annual holiday. We 
are sure none of them will begrudge us 
our relaxation." 


If it were not for the English news- 


papers published in Calcutta, Bombay 
and other large cities, which are edited 
by cultured Englishmen and Anglo-In- 
dians, the native journals would be 
very poor productions, as nearly all 
the news and much of the other read- 
ing matter is translated m order to fill 
them.
